The Chicf Minister of Assam 
sald the town of Lakhimpur was 
under water, the arca was com- 
pletely cut off and the supply 
situation serious, The official 
death toll already had riscn to 11 
and Jt was feared the figure 
would mount- still higher: when 
complete reports arc avaliable. 

The level of the town of Dibru- 
Rarh-has subsided, the Minister 
said, and - considerable part was 
submerged under four feet of 
water, 

The Jorhat tea district of As 
Bam suffered the worst damnge, 
with loss estimated at 5,000,000 
rupees, the oMclal report sald. 
Cracks, fissures, ‘undulations and 
subsidences had appeared in 
roads and rotiways and commu. 
nications “were paralysed. The 
Rangandal bridge was complete- 
ly gone and 18 spang, a length of 
530 fect, were reported sunk in 
the river channel below. 

In other arens of Assam, rail- 
way bridges and tracks were 
damaged and a number of train 
services were cancelled between 
such points as Simulgiri and Tin- 
sukhi and Marglerita and Ledo. 
The ground has also subsided at 
various other points in Assam... 

Bulldings were damaged at 
Sadoya, Pasighat, Cachar, Sibsa- 
gar and Goraghat. Among those 
damaged was the famous Sivadol. 
Minor Gamage occurred = at 
Koblma ond in the Rejore and 
Turn districts, Rico mills. were 
submerged, increasing the ahort- 
age of food, which has proved to 
be one of the chief problems— 
United Press.

week. His findings have been, 
end ure being, cabled to London 
where they appear twice or three 
times a week in his internetional- 
ly-syndicated column. 

Mr. Owen is no apologist for 
Communiem. He bas been to 
Russia, at |) maintains that tha 
peasant there [s not having 
any better a time than the peasant 
In Czarlst days, and the tyranny 
nt the top. is perhaps the most 
brutal In history. — 

But his travels have convinced 
him that the appeal of Commun- 
ism is subtle and brilliant, ond 
will not be defcated unless and 
until the West devises +a bettcr 
answer for Asia's starving millions 
than the bankrupt contention that 
democracy must -be malntaincd. 

People who have never had 
democracy know only one sort of 
nppeal, Mr. Owen said. They will 
respond only to the availability of 
vod. In this era of fading im- 
perialism, the advantage Hes With 
the Communists who know how 
to exploit latent nationalism. 
Wore the West to offer a new 
programme of Asiatic social ad- 
vancement-—without an  saccom- 
paniment of efther Communism or 
Imperialism—Mr. Owen docs nob 
believe that the overture would 
be rejected by the Orlent’s in- 
telligentsin. ° 

Communism does seem to pointe 
the way to a better life for Asia’s 
iniltions, but it is not. the best 
answer. Imperialism is dead and 
as no answer at all. 
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The- problem:~ resolves-- to- this: 
A way must be found to provide 
all the amenitles promised by 
Communism—the food, the equa- 
ity, the end of exploitation— 
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promp-

without the surrender tof any of 
the Iberties of the mind and 
which acceptance of Communism 
entails. 

Pressed by me for a statement, 
Mr, Owen: sald: “The appeal of 
Communism i{s| powerful and 
brilllant. When it is directed to 
million’. of people who have 
nothing to cat, who sicop in hovols, 
It 1s almost irresistible. : 

“The West realises’ that factora 
which promote ‘Communism do 
indecd exist. We have statesmen 
Jn the West who know this part 
of the world {s heaving and 
rumbling, and I have.no doubt 
thot even at this late date they 
ore awakening to the dangers.” 

Of Communist China, Mr. Owen 
sold it ja his belief that the ro- 
gime of Mao Tsc-tung will not 
be scrapped in a hurry. Ho add- 
ed: “The destiny of China is not 
permoneént alignmant with Sovict 
Russia, Historically ond tradl- 
tionally this great country should 
veer towards the South East 
Aslan bloc of matitime nations.”

He depr the present Anglo- 
Anverican ‘oversy over Tal- 
wan, but declined to comment on

Indonesia. 

He arrived In Hong Kong last 
Wednesday, und prolengea his 
stay to learn a Jittle more of thia 
outpost of Empltre In the Far 
Eust. [is appraisal of Hong Kong 
bolls down to this: it is important 
us a_ trading centre, and wili 
thrive as such provided there jis 
& maximum of goodwill on both 
sides. If- there iy no goodwill, 
there is no trade —und the rocks 
of Hong kong, in the final 
analysis, aro not worth anything. 

Of Korea he sald that from his 
knowledge of the way the Ameri- 
cans did. things in. the second 
worla war, he wos convinced that 
even If they were pushed into tha 
cen within the next few weeks, 
tney would ultimately reurn. 

In the Far Fast the West, under 
American leadership, was w; ng 
on u tight-rope; but things were 
not altogether hopeless, becauso 
unseelng eyes were finally being 
made to observe. The Korean flare- 
up projected these dangers to the 
forefront—in some ways. it was 
the one Incentive needed to re- 
store reallsm to hackneyed think- 

ng., - 
“I do not think there will be a 
upheaval,” Mr. Owen 
declared with emphasis, 

Witty and remarkably alert, he 
answered my questions with a 
great deal of flncerity and genuino 
awareness of the inherent problem 
lurking beneath the mist of sur- 
face complexitics, , 

fie has been a journalist ‘all h' 
life; with the exception of a 
brief period os a . Member of 
Parliament, .and !during the war 
when he was in the: Army for 
four and a half yeors, emerging 
os a Licutcnant-Colonel. He was 
awarded the OBE, in 1946. 

‘Born in Hereford, near the 
Welsh border, -he went to'thd 
Monmouth Grammar.School, and

he studied at the Sydney Sussex 
College,. Much before his time 
Oliver Cromwell preferred Sydney

However, true to his newspaper- 
man’s instincts,; he accepted a 
commission when in Burma to 
start the Forces’ newspaper, 
“SEAC,” which he edited for two 
and a half years. The Japanese 
surrender brought on end to 
“SEAC's” publication. : 

Aiter demobjlisation be went 
back to the “Daily Mail” and 
worked on the paper os a 
columnist for six months. His 
job was ‘to comment on whad 
was gojng on. The column ap- 
peared once a week, and was 
widely read. Then came tho edi- 
torship of the “Mail,” which he 
maintained for three years, until 
his resignation recently over dif- 
feronces with Lord Rothermere. , 

Mr. Owen 1s 45 years of age. 
and has an American wife, They 
have no children.

Mr. Gil-Perelra ts still 
in that city, and will probably re- 
‘main there ‘until the be; of 
next year when he will join his 
family in Hong Kong prior to 
proceeding en famille’ to South 
Africa: for permanent residence, 

Miss Gil-Peretra ) reflects her 
mixture of Italian and Portuguese 
blood. She has large blue ayes 
and a pert nose. (Her youth is 
evident in her dismissal of con- 
temporary problems as the least 
of her worries, but she is nov 
giddy or flighty.

Miss Gil-Pereira studied at the 
Santa Sophia Schonl in Shanghal, 
and until the war forced her to 
‘make the trip {o Hong Kong, sho 
had never travelled abrond. A 
relative resides {n South Africa, 
whom her mother visited two 
years ago, Mrs. Gil-Perefra’s sub- 
sequent report of conditions thera 
has’ persuaded thé hend of the 
family to sever his China connec- 
‘tions for resicence there instead. 

She says that her father’s letters 
to her are beginning to speak 
again of inflation, and the diffi- 
culty of securing apartments with- 
out paying key-money. But they 
do not suggest that prices are 
getting out of hand. aoe 

There is an-element of pathos 
in Miss Gil-Pereira’s ‘very _ordin- 
“ary story. But™ for” the” Chinese 
civil war the family would ‘have 
been content to remain pete 
manently in Shanghai. Its erup- 
tion, however, ‘hap set in motion 
a chain of events which began 
with their escape from a lost city, 
and will culminate with = their 
emigration to a new land. 2 

Will they make good in South 
Africa? Miss Gil-Perira confided 
to me that no place in the world 
would ever replace Shanghai for 
her, but. sheer . necessity is the 
main ropulsion. And for that 
there is ‘no alternative.

Lord of misrule 


ne expulsion of Lower und 
M Nth had been sudden and 
unexpected, and there were many 
wvho, considered that the Benchers 
had been unduly harsh After 
all, they had only been yullty of 
organising tha “rag whieh had 
heen enjoyed for many years in 
the Middle Temple. ae 


In what men with long mem- 
ories called “the. old days"—they 
were thinking of the years just 
nfter Queen Elizabeth had come 
to the Throne—there had always 
been large-scnie festivities when 
Commons were continued over 
the Christmas holidays. 

Plays and masques were per 
formed; “Gorboduc" had seen its 
first performance there jn the 
Christmas of 1561; and to raise 
money for the merry-making 
there had always been appointed 
a™“Lard of Misrule, 

The Lord of Misrule also held 
sway at Candlomas, Candlemas

It also needed money to pay 
for them, and perhaps the Lord 
of Misrule had become too ruth- 
less in hls methods for in Novem- 
ber, 1984, the Masters of the 
Bench had enacted “that no out- 
cries in the night .be made nor 
chambers broken open by any 
gentleman of this House as by 
the Lord of Candlemas night or 
suchlike misorder upon pain of 
putting out of Commons for. such 


offence.” : 


Forbidden ruffs 


The rule had coincided with a 
dress regulation which forbade 
the wearing of ruffs or velvet 
facings on gowns, Hoth were 
Intolerable restrictions, younger 
men felt, imposed by elders who 
had forgotten their own youths. 


It had been in the August, 
four years after the Introduction 
of these regulations, that WIL 
Lower, a young man from Corn- 
wall, had been admitted to the 
Middle Temple, and among those 
with whom he became friendly 
from the 
West Country, Lewis Meredith of 
Slapton fn Devon, , 

Both men were determined to 
revive the Cnndlemaz _ testivites 
and the traditionnl method of 
ralsing money for them. So It 
came about that on February 2, 
1590—exactly a year before the 
party at the Three Tuns—they 
had organised a rald on various 
chambers and levied tne ‘Lord 
of Misrule's rent” on the occu- 
plers, 

Unfortunately one of the rooms 
into which Lower and his frlends 
broke was that of Richard John- 
son, Esq., a Bencher of three 
years’ standing, who not only re- 
fused to pay but reminded them 
with some ngperity of the rules 
of the Inn. This was too much 
for Lower, who roundly abused 
him with what was ofterwards 
deseribed as “reprogeh ful and 
contemptuous words.” 

A solemn parliament of the 
Masters of the Bench follewed, 
and Jotinson demanded the = se- 
verest penalty for Lower and 
his friend Meredith. Both were

It was then ‘that Will Lower

So when in the week before 
Candlemas, 1591, Lower had ap- 
proached him about a party to 
entertain his friends and former 
colleagues as well as _ students 
from Lincoln's Inn, he had felt 
forced to demand that his account 
should be settled. 


Lower told him to have no 
fears, The day after Candiemas 
all should be paid, Only* let 
there be as much good wine as 
last year and a’ right excellent 
meal.

It was a large sum. With all 
his debts ,to other tradesmen 
Lower reckoned he would need 
at least £30, He could not prevent} 
an Ironical” smile {at the thought

' Before they. had Icft he had 
-whispered his plan to his most 
trusted ‘friends, ond all had 
agreed te help him. So, too did 
several tradesmen—among them, 
his credlitors—-when he unfolded

Tuns. ‘To each he gave fancy 
dress and disguises, many of 
them mementoes of the escapadd 
which had .cost him ‘his legal 
earcer the previous year.

Some assumed 
the strange guise of animals. 
Nearly all wore highly-coloured 
costumes, As for ‘Will Lewer— 
he selected forbidden ccstume of

Nor do I want to invent new 
penalties for dangerous pedestrians 
and cyclists. The British people 
\respond far more readily to reason 
than to threats, 

What is there to do? I suggest 
three main answers: better ronds,

First and farcmost, 1 believe 
that Britain's whole road: system 
is at fault. ‘Jt is antiquated, total- 
ly inadequate to deal with the 
ever-increasing volume of fast 
gocds and passenger traffic, on

The object, therefore, should be 
te build new highways and to 
modify existing ronds so that they 
eradicate the’ basic causes of the 
more common types of accident. 


The new highways should be 
constructed for four lanes of tra-

neither pedestrians nor cyclists 
have either cause or desire to use 
the motor roads. Scparate lancs 
for cyclists ond pedestrians would 
be built, and these tracks would 
crogs under, not aver, the main 
carringeways. 

This is only the lesson of the 
railways, Imagine the chaos if it 
were possible for us to .peram- 
bulate at will on the permanent 
way. 

Those who fecl strongly about 
this road slaughter should write 
to thelr M.P.s now so that they 
understand that the public is not 
content to tolerate «makeshitt 
measures, but Is determined to 
deal with the baste cause ‘ot the 
trouble.’
